Aloysius church, could not be reached 
this morning, being confined to his 
bed by illness but at the rectory the 
announcement was made th at the land, 
which joins that of the Catholic church 
on three sides, and church building 
had been purchased by Mr. Orndorff 
for the church. 
To Erect School

down, and a modern parochial school, 
together with an auditorium , erected 
on the site.

cases the neutral fares, if anything, 
worse than the partisan, being as it 
were between the upper and nether 
millstonas, fair prey for each. 
How­ 
ever, this organization of the Finnish 
women is a military organization for 
peace, not war.

Ottawa.—Former soldiers of the do­ 
minion’s war-time am ies to the num­ 
ber of $0,604 have been established on 
farms of their ov/n, according to the 
report

Soldier 
Settlement 
Board. 
Of this total 24,143 have been grant­ 
ed loans, some as high as $7,500 each, 
according to the report, and the re­ 
mainder have been given grants of do­ 
minion land without loans. 
A total 
of $103,150,098 has been spent for 
land, clearing, permanent 
improve­ 
ments and stock equipment. 
Vet­ 
erans already have returned $19,000,- 
000 to the government in repayment 
of principal and in interest on loans.

IS CHEAP ABROAD 


Germans Drink It In Preference 
to Wine Made in Their Own 
Country. 


Berlin.—Spanish 
wine 
is 
driving 
German wine out of the German m ar­ 
kets. Therefore the domestic wine in­ 
dustry is appealing to the govern­ 
ment for a modification of the com­ 
mercial treaty between 
Spain 
and 
Germany 
which 
admits 
Spanish 
wine under such a low duty that Ger­ 
man wine-growers say ordinary Span­ 
ish wine can be sold in large quanti­ 
ties in this country at 45 marks, or 
about $11 a hectoliter. The hectoliter 
contains 2(» 
gallons, so 
the cost of 
Spanish 
wine 
a 
gallon 
in 
large 
quantities 
here is 
about 41 cents. 
German 
wine-growers 
say it costs 
them 
from 
two to four times this 
amount to produce wine. 
Portuguese wines also enter Ger­ 
many under favorcdnntion treatment, 
and an agreement has been reached 
with Greece which the wine industry 
says threatens to give Greek wine a 
chance in the German market. 
Ordi­ 
nary French vines also sell on the 
German market at lower prices than 
ordinary German wines. 
But tho wino producers get little 
sympathy from the wine consumers 
of the land. 
The latter recall the 
high retail 
prices 
when 
the 
wine 
market was in German hands, not long 
ago, and aver that this grasping a t­ 
titude resulted in legislation which 
accounts for the keen competition of 
today.
